Present appearances indicate a drouth 


throughout the country. Here in Newport 
aa well as elsewhere people are beginning 
to feel the want of water in both thi-ir wells 
and cisterns. The same Is true of New 
York, Boston, and otuer cities more favor- 
ably situated than we in regard to this 
matter. 


The Philadelphia Bulletin, says that peo- 


ple in that city are beginning to ask the 
the question seriously : Are we going to 
have a water famine this season ? Already 
there are many days when the supply from 
the hydrants is limited, and in the upper 
stories of many houses it often fails entirely. 
This, too, in the middle of May, with the 
hot, dry months of summer yet to come. 
There is a serious drouth in the 
eastern 


part of the state, and many streams that are 
tributary to the Schuylkill are drying up, 
while the forests on the mountain sides, 
which are believed to invite lain, are burn-'' 
ing up, by hundreds of acres. 


In the summer of 1808, which opened 


not half so inauspiciously as this, our peo- 
ple were put on short allowance of water 
early in August, and this continued until 
late in September. It does no! appear that 
our means for procuring water are rnalrial- 
ly increased sinco that time. Everybody 
knows what vast personal inconvenience 
was suffered ; how much manufactures 
and all kjnds of business were impeded,

Hon. Henry W. Paine, Hon. Otis P. Lord, 
Prof. Francis Wharton,LL. D., Charles The- 
edore Russell, Hon. George S. Hlllard, Hon. 
Robert C. Pitman, LL. D., Prof. John Or- 
dronaux, LL. D., Hon. Chaster I. Heed, N. 
St. John Greene, and Melville M. Eigelow. 
From this it will be scon that the Board ot 
Instructors will be of the highest character 
and that consequently the instruction of the 
school of the most thorough nature. . The 
Hon. Edmund H. Bennett, dean of the fac- 
ulty, will have general charge of the institu- 
tion. The full course of instruction contem- 
plates three years, but, upon the completion 
of the two years' course or its equivalent, 
the degree of Bachelor of Laws will bo con- 
ferred by the University upon such as pass 
a satisfactory examination, and are recom- 
mended by the faculty. The rate of tuition, 
alittlo.more than fifty dollars, will place the

6746 iu 186*1 la 12,428 in 1871,

percentfigo of deaths from heart disease for 
every emu thousand of population living was 
755 between the years ISO I aud 1855, and 
has risen to 1085 from 18GO to 1870. 
This 


increase has also taken place wholly in con- 
nection with the working gears of active 
social life, with no change in ihe percentage 
of deaths Irom this qausc in males under 
25. 
Between 20 aud 40 yetiis ol a<;e it has 


risen from 553 to 709, and almost exclu- 
sively iu males, fur there is almost no in- 
crease in the percentage of females dying 
from heart disease during the twenty-five 
years ot'lile from 21 tu 45. 
These figures 


convey their own lesson, and warn us to 
lake a little more care not to kill ourselves 
for the sake of living.
